Doctor Gives 
Drinking Tips

If whisky makes you drunk 
on occasion, maybe it’s not 
all your fault. 
Ifs probably due in part to 
being an American. You see, 
Americans aren’t taught the 
“ art 
of 
responsible 
drinking.” 
The word comes from Dr. 
Morris Chafetz, former head 
of the National Institute on 
Alcohol Abuse. He wants to 
help Americans to master 
the drinking art. 
While Chafetz was at the 
Institute’s helm, it funded 
the 
controversial 
Rand 
Corporation Report showing 
certain recovered alcoholics 
can drink safely again. 
He doesn’t understand the 
controversy since ”60 earlier 
studies cam e to a similar 
conclusion.” 
“Americans don’t 
know 
how to drink,” he said in an 
interview. ‘‘They’ve never 
been taught. 
“There 
is 
an 
art 
and 
responsibility that involves 
individuals and groups. This 
has not been stressed at all. 
“People get turned off by 
bureaucrats and experts 
telling them what to do about 
drinking. 
I 
b elieve 
in 
trusting people to make their 
own decisions. If you level 
with them and share the 
scientific secrets they will 
participate in the decision 
about drinking— and how to 
do it.” 


The scientist attempts to 
“level with people” in a new 
book, “Why Drinking Can Be 
Good For You” (Stein and 
Day). 
He said alcohol can be 
beneficial to your health, 
when used properly and in 
measured amounts. 
“This is 
not 
a recom­ 
m endation that everyone 
drink,” he said. “For some a 
drop is too much. 
“Drinking is a personal, 
private decision and the last 
thing a person wants is to 
have an expert tell him what 
to do.” 
The 
m ain 
benefit 
of 
drinking, according to the 
authority on alcohol abuse: 
Helping along the human 
exp erien ce of socializin g. 
The “social lubricant,” role. 
U sed properly, alcohol 
does not kill brain cells as 
commonly believed, does not 
shorten the life span of the 
drinker nor reduce 
his 
ability to think clearly, 
according to Chafetz. 
His rules for improving 
drinking habits so drinking 
can be good for you: 
— Always eat something 
before drinking and while 
drinking. 
Bulky 
foods 
— 
bread, 
m eat, 
cream y 
spreads. 
— Avoid noisy watering 
holes which increase tension 
and create a need for more 
liquor. 
— Measure the amount of 
alcohol 
that goes into a 
drink.

A true bulb is a dormant 
rounded underground stem 
encasing a growing point or 
bud. 
The 
em bryo 
is 
surrounded by fleshy scales 
or layers of storage tissue. 
These storage tissues may 
be tightly wrapped, as with 
tulips or daffodils, or loosely 
attached as with lilies and 
onions. All parts are at­ 
tached at the “base plate,” 
which is really a modified 
stem. 
Corms are solid m asses of 
storage tissue with one or 
more visible growing points 
on top. New corms are built 
during the growing season 
also on top of the old corms. 
New “corm els” arise from 
the base plate underneath. 
Crocus and gladiolus both 
grow from corms. 
Tubers are also solid 
m asses of storage tissue, but 
unlike corm s, 
they 
don’t 
have base plates. They are 
growing points, or “eyes” 
spaced all over the fleshy 
m ass. P otatoes, tuberous 
begonias 
and 
dahlias all 
develop from tubers. 
Forcing Narcissus Indoors 
C h eerfu s 
p a p e rw h ite 
narcissus are probably the 
easiest of all forceable bulbs 
for the windowsill gardener. 
Plant bulbs now in shallow 
bowls of fiber or pebbles, 
with three-fourths of each 
bulb above the surface. 
Keep the water level up to 
the lower part of the bulbs 
and place the pan, bulbs and 
all, in a cool dark spot for 
two to three weeks so root 
growth can start. Bring 
them to a bright windowsill 
and they’ll 
bloom 
within 
several weeks. Successive 
plantings will keep you in 
flowers right into spring. 
Outdoors, 
H eem skerk 
gives several 
landscaping 
suggestions. Plant bulbs en­ 
m asse. Plant closely and 
plant in solid colors rather 
than mixtures for greatest 
effect. 
Allow foliage of 
perennial bulbe (including 
narcissus and daffodils, 
crocus, grape hyacinths, 
etc.) to die down before 
cutting

watered and fertilized with a 
high phosphate m aterial 
throughout the winter.
